“If  President  Kennedy  is  to 
make  gfx)d  on  his  promise  to  re- 
duce lederal  spending  in  return 
for  passage  of  his  tax  cut  bill,  it 
might  pay  him  to  take  a close 
look  at  whal^  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity is  doing. 

In  fact,  it  might  pay  to  ex- 
amine the  BYU  situation  regard- 
less of  what  happens  to  the'  taji 
legislation. 

We’re  referring  now  specifi- 
cally to  the  fact  that  BYU's 
Board  of  Trustees  . has  turned 
down  the  $750,000  a year  it 
iniglit  have  received  under  the 
Educational  Facilities  Act  of  19G3. 

Under  the  five-year  period  con- 
templated by  the  act,  that  adds 
up  to  $3,750,000. 


True,  BYU  already  Is  putting 
up  new  buildings  at  an  amazing 
rate.  But  considering  that  its  fa- 
cilities are  being  crowded  by  a 
heavy  influx  of  students  that  Is 
going  to  get  even  heavier  in  the 
years  ahead,  it  took  keen  insight 
(underlining  mine)  for  BYU  to 
say  “no”  to  nearly  $4  million— 
particularly  when  most  of  the  na- 
tion is  caught  up  in  a philosophy 
that  turns  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment for  help  whenever  problems 
are  encounterd.”

On  Thin  Ice  . . . 


Koufax  Whiffs  15...

It  was  a record  day  in  Yankee  Stadium,  with  both 
the  game-winning  Dodgers  and  the  Yankees  sharing 
them  as  the  opening  contest  of  the  1963  World  Series 
got  undenvay'. 

The  biggest  individual  record  was  scored  by  the 
Dodgers'  southpaw  pitching  ace  Sandy  Koufax  as  he 
reared  back  and  fired  a third  strike  past  Yankee  pinch 
hitter  Harry  Bright.  It  appeared  to  be  a high  fast  ball 
and  it  gave'^Koufax  his  fifteenth  of  the  game,  one  more 
than  the  record  of  14,  set  by  Carl  Erskine,  also  of  the 
Dodgers,  in  1953. 

The  final  record  whiff  gave  the  opening  series 
game  a story-book  finish.  It  came  as  the  final  out 
in  the  ninth  inning  with  one  Yankee  aboard  and 
gave  Los  Angeles  a 5-2  victory  and  a 1-0  lead  in  the 
series. 

With  the  big  lefthander,  who  compiled  a 25-5  rec- 
ord with  306  strikeouts,  only  one  whiff  away  from  the 
series  mark  in  the  ninth,  the  69,000  fans  present  in 
Yankee  Stadium  put  up  a continual  roar. 

After  Elston  Howard  had  popped  up  to  Tracewski 
to  open’ the  ninth  dandy  Sandy  had  two  chances  left  to 
establish  a new  mark.  Joe  Pepitone  followed  Howard 
and  sent  a high  foul  behind  the  plate.  Johnny  Roseboro 
drifted  back  for  it  and  appeared  almost  relieved  when 
the  ball  cleared  the  screen  as  it  gave  Koufax  another 
shot  at  Pepitone. 

However,  Pepitone  singled  to  right  and  this  brought 
up  Cletis  Boyer,  the  only  player  that  hadn’t  been  struck 
out  thus  far  in  the  game.  Boyer  maintained  this  distinc- 


tion by  flying  out  to  center  field,  the  only  putout  the 
Dodger  outfield  made  during  the  game.  ll  ’ 


left  only  one 

out  for  the  game  and  the  record. 

Bright  sent  one  pitch  rolling  down  the  third  base 
line  that  went  foul.  Third-baseman  Junior  Gilliam  had 
ample  opportunity  to  pick  the  ball  up  before  it  rolled 
foul  but  he  decided  against  it.  And  from  this  writer’s 
..viewpoint  it-appeared  he  based  his  decision  as  much  on 
giving  Koufax  another  chance  to  whiff  Bright  as  whe- 
ther he  could  make  the  putout  at  first. 

Koufax  got  his  second  chance  and  on  the  next 
pitch  he  had  his  record,  his  final  out  and  the  first 
opening  day  Dodger  win  in  Yankee  Stadium  history. 

Koufax  also  claimed  another  series  record  when 
he  opened  tlie  game  by  fanning  five  consecutive  Yan- 
kee batters.  Batterymate  Johnny  Roseboro,  who  mas- 
terfully called  and  handled  the  pitches  Koufax  threw, 
set  a new  mark  for  putouts  by  adding  three  fouls  caught 
to  the  15  strikeouts  for  a total  of  18. 

The  total  of  25  whiffs  made  by  the  two  teams  was 
also  a new  series  mark. 

The  Universe  board  of  sporting  “experts”  failed  in 
its  bid  to  guess  the  outcome  of  the  first  series  contest 
with  Sports  Editor  Bud  Tolman  and  Will  Dublin,  who 
officiates  at  Cougar  home  baseball  games,  coming  clos- 
est to  the  5-2  score  with  respective  4-2  and  5-3  predic- 
tions;

Whitey  Ford  took  the  loss  for 
the  Yankees;  the  first  series  open- 
ing loss  the  Yankees  have  ever 
suffered  at  Yankee  Stadium.  Ford 
allowed  all  five  Dodger  runs  be- 
fore being  lifted  for  a pinch  hit- 
ter in  the  fifth.  Stan  Williams 
became  the  second  Yankee  pitch- 
er. Williams  pitched  three  innings 
and  allowed  only  one  hit.  Steve 
Hamilton  pitched  the  final  inning.
